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An Advantageous Blending. 


Under Hie caption, "Blending of Country and City," a con- 


temporary speaks of the changes thai have taken place since 
the time when there was much less, intercourse between the 


/-two than there is now. 
In those^;&ays comparatively few 


country people ever visited the citiel^and the habit of spend- 
ing' some time in the country every sVhi'mer was far less com- 
mon among city people than it is today, 
In addition to this 


rfiahy men who are employed in the cifies make their homes 
in the suburbs, belong to the large army of "commuters" and 
are' able to enjoy life better and keep their families more com- 
fortable than would be possible if they were obliged to make 
their homes near their work. 


Several factors have contributed to this change, but none so 


much as increased and improved transportation facilities. The 
multiplication of railroad and steamboat lines and the estab- 
lishment of trolley lines have made it possible to get from any 
city into the surrounding country quickly and cheaply, and 
now to all these (he automobile has been added, with the result 
that the flow of humanity into (he cities In the morning and 
out of them ai night is as regular as the flow alid ebb of the 
tide's. 
. And the change has been highly beneficial. While (here is 


still uncomfortable congestion in every large city, the con- 
dition is not nearly as bad as it would be if a large part of the 
population did not have sleeping quarters elsewhere, while 
country people are benefited in many ways by visits to the 
cities hot hfor pleasure and business. 
Al smSli cost they are 


able to see something of life as it is not to be experienced on 
the.farm or in the little village, They acquire a broader out- 
look and live a largc'r'life than would be possible without such 
occasional amelioration of thc'daily grind. 


However, this change, beneficial as it is in the 'broad sense, 


is not without one effect on the country districts which is not 
altogether to their advantage, although it has proved beneficial 
to..many individuals. 
Many young men and women who 


come in touch with city life at all are anxious for more of it, 
and the result is that many sons and daughters of farmers, 
who in (he old days were content to'remain on the ancestral 
acres, now want to get into the cities to work and live. This 
results in an increasing discontent which is robbing (he rural 
districts of much of their best blood,-;lowering the (one of so- 
ciety and lessening the strength of the churches. 
Easy con- 


tact with the cities may enable the farmers to coin a few more 
dollars in the>course of a year, but the communities in which 
(hey live do nof, in many cases, keep step with whal in other 
respects seems like a great improvement. 


The value, lo c'ily workers of the privilege of living in the 


country or of visiting it frequently ca uhardly be overesti- 
mated, 
ft means better health, lower rents if not (he aclual 


owning of homes, and daily comforts that would be unattain- 
able if they were obliged to remain in the congested centers. 


On the whole, it will have (o be admitted that the "blending 


of city and country" is a good thing. 
It helps to broaden and 


democratize the populations of both and enables both lo live 
fuller and more fruitful lives than would otherwise be possible. 


The United States Senate has authorized an 'investigation 


of the coal situation by the Senate interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee with a view to ascertaining the causes of the present 
high prices. To find proof of the causes may be diflicult, and 
beyond that there would seem (o be little need of investigation. 


The farmers should be on hand in large numbers at the 


''rally day" to be held at the Slate College at Durham next- 
1-riday, the closing day of Farmers' and Home-Makers' Week. 
There will be plenty lo take their attention and the day will 
be one of pleasure and profit to those who altend.
